"WE KNOW HOW" 




C. F. Redmon, for the past sev- 
eral years supervisor of turnpikes in 
Bourbon county, was yesterday elect- 
ed County Engineer of this county un- 
der the recent act of the Legisla- 
ture, at the regular meeting of the 
Bourbon Fiscal Court. His terni of 
office will expire October 1, 1914, un- 
der the terms of his certificate filed 
with the court. The ofl[ice carries 
with it a salary of $1,800 per year. 

Judge Denis Dundon presided at the 
meeting of the comt yesterday with 
the following board of Magistrates 
present: L. J. Fretv«rell, E. P. Thorn- 
ason. R. H. Burris. J, J. Redmon, O. 
B. Uoyd, B. F. Stipp, Jolm N. Shrop- 
shire and O. K. Redmon. Accounts 
to the amount of |2;B83.95 were ap- 
proved by the court and the som of 
$1,431.95 were allowed contractors for 
work on the turnpikes of the county.

Mr. George M. I^vis was elected 
as keeper of the ccrunty work house 
for the ensuing year. 

A franchise presented to the court 
permitting the purchaser to establish 
electric line and erect p<deB for the 
purpose, on practically all of the prin- 
cipal pikes of the cconty. Those spec- 
ified in the franchise were the Mays- 
ville turnpike to the Kenney substa- 
tion, Paris and North Middletown pike 
from the city limnts to the Bourbon 
line. Winchester pike, from the city 
limits to the Bourbon line, Paris and 
Georgetown pike from the city limits 
to the county line, and the Townsend 
pike from the limits of the city to the 
Bourbon line. 

The provisions of the franchise are 
that the purchaser can distribute elec- 
tric current to the outlying district at 
rate of fifteen cents per kilowat hour, 
minimum charge to be $1. It is prob- 
able the franchise whicli was ordered 
to be sold on October 11 will be pur- 
chased by the Paris Gas & Electric Co 
with a view of extending its lines to 
the rural districts. The franchise is 
for a period of twenty years. 

An order was entered granting the 
Blue Grass Natural Gas Co permission 
to extend a pipe line from Centerville 
to North Middletown along the county 
roads and under the supervision of 
the County Road Engineer. 

County Treasurer S. B. Bedford was 
instructed to borrow the sum of $5,000 
for use in the general fund payable 
January 1, 1914. After passing a num- 
ber of minor orders the court took up 
the resolution passed at a recent met- 
ing requesting B, Woodford, Sr., to in- 
stitue suit against the stockholders of 
the defunct Citizens Bank to compel 
the payment of the value of several 
share held by the Garth Fund and it 
was decided to give the assignee more 
time for action. The mater will come 
up again at the meeting of the court 
on October 11.

Notorious Yeggman Who Had Been 
Trailed Through Seven States 
is Taken in Baltimore. 



CONCEALED IN COUCH

or all tho tlirillinK experiences Fed- 
eral ollicers have had in tlieir war 
on postoflice hurglars and safe blow- 
ers none was attended witii more hair- 
! breadth escapes than the celebrated 
I round-up and raid which had its cli- 
{ max in Baltimore, where twenty-two 
I of the most desperate yeggmen oper- 
I ating in the Easct and South were cap- 
tured, each man being taken at the 
gun point. 

Word had gone forth from Wash- 
ington that the band of yeggmen op- 
erating in the East and South were 
becoming daily bolder and thir poet- 
office safe blowing so frequent tliat 
they must be checlLed at all hazards 
and the yeggmen brought to justice. 

Inspectors Bulla, Hooton and Greg- 
ory were the meddetailed on the 
case. 

Inspector Hooton trailed a number 
of yeggmen and tlu'ir followere to 
Mrs. Herr's saloon in Baltimore. 

After a long campaign of prepara^- 
tions a number of these men were 
captured. Most of these were the 
smaller fry of yeggmen, but the post- 
office inspectors were especially 
elated over the capture of Robert L. 
Shainback, alias "William .Johnson," 
alias "Will," James Sherwood, alias length' 
"James Shannon," "Fatty Ghee," Jno. • 
King, alias "James Brennan," alias 
John B. Stilwell," alias "Pa (Pennsyl- 
vania) Swipes," John Adams, alias 
"D. C. (District of Columbia) Jack," 
and Charles Nor, alias ''Charley Nor- 
way Slim." 

The captives were speedily arrign- 
ed before Uaited Statee Commissioner 
Rogers, and each was held in default 
of $10,000 bail. 
The inspectors elated over their 



infested, ci^'were needed to make 
thee hain of evidence, all bnt forged, 
complete. 

It was nearly midnight when two 
police^ patrols drew up within a 
block'of the saloon in Caroline Street 
which harbored this band of thieves. 
At a given signal police pounced into 
the place from the front and rear. 
At the windows of the houses adjoin- 
ing on each side which comma. ided 
a view of the side and rear yards 
of the saloon polices tood with pistols 
drawn and under orders to fire on the 
first man who made a ^reak for the 
surrounding fence. 

After the first volley of shots fired 
in the saloon men searried through 
the side aad rear doers to the yard 
like rats from a scuttled ship. The 
pistols of the police stationed in over- 
hanging windows barked out their 
greeting, and when this was accom- 
panied by sharp and decisive com- 
mand to "stop and throw up your 
hands I" a dozen men paralized with 
fright, their arms uplifted above their 
heads, halted in their tracks and 
stood waiting for the dreaded "pinch." 
And it wasn't long deferred. 

Policemen and detectives came 
surrying into the yard, and while 
their retreat from the saloon was 
covered by fellow-bluecoats at every 
doorway with drawn pistols, those in 
the yard sheckeled their prisoners 
and hurried them away to cells, al- 
though some of them were removed 
to a hospital, where they rmnained 
until th^ bidlet wohnds had healed. 
When noeee were oomited and ped- 
igrees taken the «pollee docket was 
augmented by these names: James 
Sheffield, John Wilson, Bdward Par- 
ker, Tiiomas Brooks, Roy Tinney, 
William Milan, William Stultz, James 
Walsh, Eugene W. Martin, alias 
"Kansas City Red," the latter propri- 
etor of the saloon just raided: Wm. 
Row and Thomas Hart, alias "Milwau- 
kee Paddy." 

A few days follov.'ing the third 
saloon raid tlio police located "Ned" 
at 2008 Ridgewood avenue, and his 
capture furnished a fitting climax to 
the strenous two weeks the inspec- 
tors and detectives had spent in de- 
pleting the ranks of yeggs at Ujfge in 
'and about Baltimore. The police 
learned that a man whom they knew 
was an associate of some of the men 
just arrested had with his supposed 
wife moved from 413 North Rose 
street to 1930 Walbrook avenue. This 
man they had reason to believe v>as 
Morgan ("Portland Ned ") He was 
found home to the Ridgewood ave- 
shadowed and trailed from his new- 
nue house, which he was seen to en- 
ter shortly before -t o'clock in the 
morning. Detective Bradlev had 
done the shadowing and. having been 
told of the desperate type of criminal 
he had to deal with, he notified the 
nearest police, station and in a short 
tmie he was joined by Detective 
Burns, Sergts. Sehner and Carey and 
Policeman Joynes. Captain of De- 
tectives Pumphrey also was notified 
Jind he, too, put in an appearance. 
Burns rang the door bell and a wo- 
man responded. She denied that a 
man had entered the house. This wo- 
man, a Mra. Adams, then slammed 
the door in the detective's face. The 
door was forced and as Burns and 
bergt. Zehner made their way into 
the dining-room they saw a woman 
lying on a sofa. On her arm re.st*M] 
an infant, Mrs. Adams' baby, and 
both were covered to th^ shins with 
a heavy blanket. I 
The woman on the sofa was none 
oth(>r than Maud, wife of "Portland 
Ned, the woman lor whom he had 
more than once attempted murder 
while seeking to slay men of his ilk 
upon \>hom he thought she smiled 
too sweetly.

"What is the trciible with your 
taxesr 

"Well, you see, we have the general 
property tax in Kentucky, and when 
they were shown the assessors' lists 
and found they had to pay taxes on 
about seventy-five different kinds of 
property, and all at the same rate, they 
ducked." 

"Is this'true about the taxes?" 
"Well, it is pretty near the facts, 
i The city and county and state and 
\ schools all have to be paid, and if a 
man starts a factory he has to pkj on 
I his machinery, his raw material and 
; finished goods; his cash and accounts, ' 
, and, of course, on his land and build- 
i ings, and a good many other things, 
I including his watch and stickpin, and, 
I if he wants to educate his children, he 
i must pay on the books and piano and 
his horse and buggy and almost every- 
thing but his shirt, and the trouble is, 
he never knows exactly what his taxes 
will be. If he omits any of the seventy- 
hve things the legislature could think 
of and the miscellaneous things he 
must think of himself, there is the rev- 
enue agent who gets a commission on 
anything he can find, and then there ia 
the county equalization board, which 
scrutinizes his returns and adds what 
it likes, and then the state board at 
Frankfort takes a whack at it and gen- 
erally raiseif the #hoIe list, and it sim- 
ply keeps everybody going Who has 
anything to be taxed." 

"Why doat yon chaacs tha Ux 
Uws?" 

"Well, they put the law relating to 
revenue and taxation in the state con- 
stitution, and it takes about five years 

to effect a change, and it is hard to get 
the voters to understand the question. 
The last legislature passed an amend- 
ment and it will be voted on at the 
November (1913) election, and if it ia 
ratified the change will be made." 

"I live in Pennsylvania, and every 
town in that state as large as yours 
has a factory of some kind, and many 
of them severaL They employ the 
! young men and women and keep them 
I and the money they earn at home. But 
I here comes my tnda, and all I can say 
j is, you people should wake up, and if 
I your tax laws are oppressive, change 
them, and your state will blossom like 
the rose." 

"Well, good-bye, stranger. I Intend 
to vote for the amendment myself, and 
may be others will do the same. It 
can't be any worse than the present 
system, and I surely would like to see 
some smokestacks looming up in these 
parts. Faraw^"

With three bullet wounds in his 
body, J. P. Wilson, night watchman in 
the yards of the Louisville Nash- 

vville railroad, is in the W. W. Massie 
Memorial Hospital, in a serious con- 
dition as the result of a shooting af- 
fray which occurred Monday night 
about 11:30 o'clock, m what is known 
as Judy's Alley. 

A Louisville & Nashville switchman 
is charged with shooting Wilson, but 
so far no arrest has been made. 
Facts concerning the affair are very 
meager. It is alleged the man ac- 
cused of the crime was in hiding in 
the alley as Wilson approached and 
fired upon him. 

Three shots ware fired in rapid 
snoeesiiQn, and Wilaon, bleeding from ( 
his wowida, made his, way to Main 
street, where, he waitf mdered assist- 
ance and was later taken to the Mas- 
sie Hospital in an automobile. 

Thos. Craven, extra policeman at 
the carnival grounds, was one of the 
first to reach the scene, and he found 
Wilson struggling along in his ef- 
forts to find assistance. Craven 
helped him to Main street. Accord- 
ing to Craven he saw no one in the 
vicinity of where the shooting is al- 
leged to have taken place. 

Three bullets from a 32-30 special 
revolver took effect in Wilson's body, 
one entering the right leg passing en- 
tirely througli the member, the second 
passing through the left arm and, 
the third struck him in the neck, 
passing through the mouth and the 
tongue. Owing to his condition the 
wounded man has bum unable to talk 
and to give his versimi of the affair. 
It is said there were two witnesses. 

It is thought he has a chance for 
recovery, although the attending 
physicians declare his condition to be 
critical. He suffers a great deal and 
is a part of the time unconscious.

The other day press dispatches 
from Boston described how a daring 
professional thief, George H. Pren- 
tiss, used his teeth to cut iron pipes, 
thus could escape from any jail, pris- 
on, penitentiary or reformatory at his 
own sweet will.

These bnn^ars, gunmen and sec- 
ond story men use their teeth to cut 
the pipes at both ^dnds, enter the 
buildings as they please, and then 
take the iron away with them to sell 
for pocket money. 

This is not by any means so strange 
or rare a trick as the press seemed 
disposed to think it. A prominent 
dentist of national reputation, who 
dose not care to be quoted, in a pri- 
vate discussion said recently that cer- 
tain bold and sbady characters of the 
underworld, such as yeggmen, gun- 
men, burglars and the like, have their 
teeth filled with gold or platinum 
when there is nothin wrong with 
their teeth. 

"A certain notorious crook, who is 
now serving a long term in Sing 
Sing. " said he. , "had better be wath- 
ed with the utmost care. This fel- 
low, whose name I do not care to di- 
vulge because of professional ethics, 
has several teeth lUled with wold, and 
a hard saw edge has been ground 
into the gold. Briefly, it may be said 
that his mouth is filled with hard 
chisels and cold saws, ready to saw 
his way through steel and iron, soil 
or barriers of any sort. 

"Another criminal now at large, 
wlio escaped from a Western peni- 
tentiary in some— to tlie authorities — 
mysterious manner, liad his teeth fill- 
ed with platinum, gold and a dia- 
mond. He came to my office origin- 
ally and showed me a newspaper 
clipping with the account of an ac- 
tress, whose name now escapes me^ 
who had a tooth IHled with a dia- 
mond. 

"Can that really be done. Doc," he 
asked with the familiarity common 
among ,the rats. UtUe thinking at 
the time what he could wish with 
diamond teeth, I answered: 'Yes, if 
you furnish the diamond.' 

"Well, you may picture to yourself 
my surprise when he returned not 
more than two hours later with a 
sharply pointed one-carat diamond, 
wort!; v.t 1( ast $150, and requested me 
V.J orown a good tooth with gold and 
to firmly sHt tliat diamond in it. 

"Why, ]\n oven picked out the tooth, 
and 1. without a thought of what he 
intended to do , filled, crowned and 
set the tooth and the diamond as he 
desired. One night, long afterward, I 
was awakened— oh, no, not as you 
guess, by a burglar that turned out 
to be my patient— by a telephone -call 
from this very fellow, who had been 
caught red-handed breaking open the 
safe of a down-town business house, 
l^e had the nerve to ask me to go his 
bail. 

"Well he was not convicted that 
time, but his record soon bf|come 
known to the police, and he was sen- 
tenced to a long prison term when he 
was next caught."

PARIS WATER EUFFLV 

ALMOST AT AN END. 

The qneetlon of a water supply is be- 
coming a serious ppoblem in this cir - 
at the present time and unless a heav . 
rain falls within the next week Paris 
will be practically without enough wa- 
ter for domestic purposes and there 
will only be a limited amount for fire 
protection. 

No rain of any consequence having 
fallen in the past two months and ow- 
ing to the extreme drouth, Stonsr 
Creek, from which the water for the 
city is secured is at the lowest Slase 
since 1881. when the bottom of tlM 
stream was visible for nUtae ahove tlM 
dam. The small poohi of water slid- 
ing in the stream hed; hare been 
trenehed la eflovts to stt all that can 
he seewed wtthia tlM reach of the 
pnmpe of the Paris Water Co. and the 
Louisrille and Nashville railroad. 

The latter company began Monday 
to lay a tempo-ary pipe linr iroia riie 
mouth of the Doyle spring and emptv 
in above the dam. The line was con 
pleted Tuesday morning and a pump is 
now enga^red in lifting the sapply ef 
water above the dam. 

Superintendent Newt. Mitchell, of 
the Paris Water Co., has notified all 
consumers to refrain from the unnec- 
essary use of water, and has ordered 
that the sprinkling of the streets be 
stopped under penalty of haviag the 
entire supply of the city cat oE ffor a 
time at least. 

At* the present time there is a suMcl- 
eat aaMMmt to aifoitf Are protection, 
which is being p re se r ved for an emer- 
gency. Mayor J. T. Hinton yesterday 
notified Superintendent Mitchell thar 
the city would refuse to honor an 
claims of the water company unti: 
they came up to the requirements or 
their contract. Mr. Mitchell, howevpr. 
is doing everything in his powf^r 
meet the demand made upon the reser 
voir and has a large force of me:; 
above the pumping station trenching 
the bed of the stream. He has had all 
of the springs flowing into the streams 
dynamited, with the hope of securing 
a stronger flow of water, but with lit- 
tle result. 

In less than a mile up-stream the 
creek can be crossed on the rocks hi 
as many as a dosen places. The cea- 
dition has now assumed a critical 
stage and unless rain falla shortly in 
suiBeient quaatitiee to iooi the hei of 
the strsam, Paris wil he fsce to face 
with the moot diatresaiag water fSsm- 
ine in thirty-two years.
